October 2, 1862 

DIED: Among the noble brave who fell in the recent battles near 
Richmond perhaps no one deserves more honorable mention. than Lieut. 
Col, John C, Shackleford, of the lst Tennessee Regiment, who fell 
on Friday, the 27th of June, while gallantly leading nis regiment 
in the first charge in the battle at Gaines! ills. 

Colonel Shackleford was in the battle of Seven Pines, and also 
commanded his regiment in the fight at Ellison's lills on Thursday 
before the battle in which he fell. In every action, though but ~ 
twenty-six years of age, he showed himself to possess ‘in an eminent 
degree the qualities of a good commander, to wit: coolness, self- 
possession and bravery. So gallantly did he demean himself upon the 
field in the thickest of the fight that the soldiers would often 
exclaim, "Surely Col, Shackleford's nerves are steel!" 

When shot he was vaving his sword above his head and cheering 
men on; but so thick and terrible was the leaden storm, that our 
men were ordered to retreat. A soldier offered to take him off the 
field, but he said "No, it is no use, Take care of yourself." 

He was universally papular, and was the favorite of his own 
regiment. The lst Tennessee will ever cherish his memory with the 
most grateful recollections. He was a most ardent and enthusiastic 
devotee to the Southern cause, was among the first to respond to his 
country's call, and was in the service of the Confederate States in 
Virginia before his native State had seceded from the old Union, 
With him love of the Confederacy was a passion, he seémed to but 
carry his life in his hand, that he might throw it upon the altar 
of his own loved native South whenever her interest demanded it. 

His devotedly affectionate parents, brothers and sisters are 
sadly bereaved in the loss of so noble, gifted and promising a son 
and a brother, but may be consoled in the reflection that he died 
at his post in the full discharge of his whole duty, and now fills 
a hero's grave, 


Died: It is but just a tribute to the memory of the brave soldier 
who has fallen in the defence of his country to amke honorable men- 
tion of his many virtues and gallant bearing. 

Maj. M, V. McLaughlin, of the lst Tennessee regiment fell 
mortally wounded at Gainis!' Mills on the 27th of June, while com- 
manding the regiment in the second charge, Our lines had approach- 
ed near to those of the enemy, and ag the battle raged fiercely, 
Major McLaughlin, seeing the enemy begin to move from his entrench- 
ments and fly before our troops, waved his sword, and said, 

Stand up, boys, we have got them! - These words were no sooner 
spoken than he fell pierced through the head with a Hinie ball. At 
the battle of the Seven Pines, although his horse was shot from 
under him, he did not appear the least agitated or excited, He was 
brave to a fault, and was a most excellant officer, always con- 
scientiously discharging his duty. He was exact in all his 
leadings, a perfect gentleman in his deportment and as true a 
friend as ever lived. As a lawyer, he had few superiors of his 
age, and had he lived bade fair to arrive at distinction in his 
profession. sut, like many other gallant officer, he has offered 
up his life as a sacrifice in the holy cause of the South, and 
though dead, he still lives in his example and in the hearts of his

About the year of 1720 Arthur Harris took shipping to the 
colony of Virginia, Korth America, from Wales in England. He 
probably married in America, We have no account of any of his off- 
spring except one son whose name was Joel. 


Joel is described as being tall, erect, muscular, and hand- 
some, with very black hair and dark, if not black, eyes. His 
weight until after middle age was about 200 pounds, but as age 
advanced he gradually grew more fleshy. Joel Harris was born in 
Virginia, The date of his birth is not certainly known, but as 
it is known that he served in a "Light Horse Brigade" through the 
Revolutionary War, and from other circumstances, it is probable 
he was born about the year of 1750. He was twice married. His 
first wife was Martha Barham, During her lifetime she bore him 
eight children, who survived her, and whose names appear below in 
the order of their births:

Joel Middleton Harris , who was married in 1832 to Miss Tab- 
itha Dillehay slater, was by trade a wagon maker, He also was well 
versed in the law, having read law by the light of burning pine 
knots after his day's work was done. .Soon after his marriage, he 
cut his knee with a broad-axe, and for five years was in very poor 
health and was lame ever after, se was a slave owner and a planter 
in after years, and owned a large plantation, He was tall, broad 
shouldered, and had a keen gray eye. He was very neat and. orderly, 
and his children always held him. in reverence, 


Cornelius saver?! rather of Tabitha Dillehay Slater, the wife 
of Joel hiddleton Harris, was born in the city of Vashineton, D.C. 
September 3, 1751, and died June 19, 1833 in Lincoln County, Tenn- 
essee - age nearly 52. He was Lincoln County's first sheriff, He

ANCESTRY AND CHILDHOOD OF JAMES MONTGOMERY BRO‘ (1834-1903) 
(Continued from Vol. VII ;1 p. 17) 


He was no unthinking underling, careful only to obey the orders of 
his superior and after work hours toss aside all further responsi- 
bility. Neither was he obliged to carefully guard his speech and 
trim his speech in order to curry favor with men, His ways, his 
speech, his thought, were his own and he sought from no man per- 
mission to live. By the intelligent use of his own hands, he drew 
from nature the means of subsistence and as a beneficial mother, she 
gave also steady nerves, sound digestion, unanxious days and slum- 
prous rights. It was a simple, healthful self reliant life, and 
from homes like this came forth the cool brains and strong hands 
that have been the mainstay of the nation. 

In such a home and in such an atmosphere, the young Browns 
were reared, The rural life that kept heart and hand and brain 
busy. The early morning waking to life and labor. The farm break- 
fast coarse but plentiful, suited to hearty appetites of sound grow- 
ing bodies refreshed by long hours of quiet slumber, the flow of 
cheerful conversation and hearty laughter. The ministry to dumb 
friends that called from stall and yard and sty, the setting forth 
to daily tasks in home and field, Later in the day the home gather- 
ing at eventide, weary but satisfied. The evening meal, the glow- 
ing fireside and the long quiet hours of night. Intermingled with 
these, the neighborhood gatherings for business or pleasure, the 
invitations given or received for 'singsongs', quiling parties, the 
gathering of neighbors exchanging work, the trips to town selling 
produce or bringing back supplies. Hach season bringing its labors 
and its pleasures. 
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They were not unprosperous in this iiiddle Tennessee home, The 
‘soil and climate were kindly and busy labor gradually brought the 
family into comfort, if not into opulence. As was the custom of the 
times, surplus money was invested in a few servants. These were 
made members of the family and to some extent relieved as well as 
shared the toil. 

While living thus they were not unmindful of the necessity of 
educational advantages. : 

The days of state education were not yet. A system beneficent 
in results beyond all calculating. The devising of which is honor 
enough for one man, but bringing with it a train of attendant ills. 
The machine methods, the leveling down as well as up, the dealing 
with the mass rather than the individual, the lifting of respons- 
ibility from parental shoulders, the entrusting of the education of 
men into the hands of women whose chief remmendation of times is 
the ability to teach on a small salary, the expulsion of religion 
from the school room, These things increase the literacy of a 
people but largely at the expense of thosetraits that make an educa~ 
tion worth while to the state. 

These people in Middle Tennessee had inherited the educational 
traditions of Scotland and of Knox. They had come to conquer the 
wilderness. They did not intend to be conquered by it. They had 
come to give their children additional advantages, not to deprive 


them of those they already had. We have already mentioned how John 
Caruthers had come to the relief of his sister as she was struggling 
to educate her children and had set up in that wilderness a class- 
ical school. This must have been 1815 or 1820. Here Amaranda Rob- 
inson herself was educated. We do not know how long he taught or 
who were his immediate successors but we find in the late thirties, 
Rev. Henry Bryson, a minister of the Associate Reformed Church, 
presiding over a classical school called Viney Grove Academy. In 
1844, we find it mentioned as in a very prosperous condition, hav- 
ing no less than forty-five students, Rev. ir. sryson had employed 
a young man to help him and was preparing his students for the 
junior class in college. 

Concerning this notice we remark, in that time evidently the 
minister did not consider it beneath his dignity to teach, or that 
he was misusing time and talents solemnly dedicated to more import- 
ant and more sacred duties. On the contrary, his people seemed 
to think that his learning and his piety made him a very fit person 
to place in charge of the education of their children and the 
church had no quarrel, neither disdained the company of the school 
room, We opine that the Rev. Henry Bryson made but few purely 
social calls, that he rarely if ever used visiting cards, that per- 
haps in his abstraction, he sometimes failed to give to the babies 
that notice which motherly hearts craved, but we opine further 
that the boys and girls who wended their way along the country 
roads to the Viney Grove Academy and under his inspiration and. 
assistance made their way through the mysteries of Mathematics, 
read the flowing periods of Cicero or the stately lines of Virgil 
and imbibed such scientific fact as the ave was able to impart; 
went forth from his presence and his example with a solemn sense of 
the responsibility of life, with a high resolve to do their part 
therein and ability to discern the things really important. The 
curriculum may not have been a practical one according to modern 
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standards but its results upon lives and characters was intensely 
practical. We are interested also to note that it was very prosper=- 
ous. It had fully forty-five students. We are afraid that this 
school was hardly up to date. It. would be difficult to get mater- 
ial.for a football or a basketball: team out of this number. We 
suspect also that the. iev. Henry sSrvson was not aware when he set 
out to prepare his students for college, that even such a man as 
himself would only count one and that three instructors were essen- 
tial to a standard preparatory school. We also suspect that he did 
not carefully note that his recitation periods were of the required 
length of forty-five minutes. In short, the sort of institution 

he was conducting would not do at all now. But we are persuaded 
that he made it his business to find out whether the little Browns 
had solved those problems in Algebra or had memorized that third 
declension in Peter Bullion's Latin Grammar. We are assured that 
instead of regarding his pupils as so much pedagogic material to be 
run through a mill-of so many grades and so many recitations, he 
looked upon them as future men and women and for their benefit he 
poured out the treasures of wisdom and experience. Before them he 
placed the 3ible as the guide of life and exemplified its teachings 
in his own life. If he had been asked as to the end of his labors, 
he would have been it not in a creditable pass on examination day, 
but in worthy citizenship. He would have looked upon himself as a 
craftsman laboring not. in stone or metal but in immortal lives. 

It was in Viney Grove Academy that the children of Samuel and 
Amaranda Brown were trained in the arts and sciences and what is 
more to the purpose, inspired to use the knowledge so secured to 
the glory of God and the happiness of man, 

The family being Scotch were Presbyterian and Calvinists. As 
to the particular species of Presbyterianism, they belonged to the 
Associate Reformed Synod of the South. 

As such, they had brought with them into iliddle Tennessee the 
Bible, which was common to all Christians, the Sabbath Day and the 
Shorter Catechism, which was common to all Presbyterians and Rouse's 
version of the Psalms, which was peculiar to themselves. A typical 
Sabbath -Day will illustrate the use of these. Work ceased early 
on the Saturday before, in order to get ready for the Sabbath. A 
Negro is seen cutting, splitting and bringing in wood, for no 
sound of ax must be heard around on that day. The boys gather in 
and brush up their clothes, po lish their shoes and those that 
boast the promise of a beard, shave. The vehicles that will be 
used to convey the family to Church the next day are oiled up in 
readiness. In the kitchen, there is an unusual stir for they do 
not mean to starve, even though there must be but. little cooking 
on the Sabbath Day. The provisions will be plentiful and good 
but they probably will be cold, Sabbath morning dawns, A subdued 
quiet reigns over the land. All loud talking, shouting and whist- 
ling are forbidden. Quietly and reverently those chores and those 
only are performed which can be brought under the head of works of 
necessity and. mercy. Everyone makes ready, for there is preaching 
in Old Prosperity Church today and there is no thought of anyone 
not going unless there is sickness. The conveyance is the farm 
wagon, the seats chairs, split bottomed, brought from the house, If 
the wagon is full, some.of the boys can ride horseback. The 
negroes walk behind. Approaching the Church, other conveyances, 
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horsemen, horsewomen and pedistrians are seen gathering in. The 
riders dismount, animals are hitched to trees and gravely and de- 
cently, the party approach the Church. The old people and the 
children go within, sometimes the men and boys linger without un- 
til the opening of the service which is indicated by the announce- 
ment of the first Psalm, The minister, the Rev. henry 3ryson, 
rises in the pulpit and gives out the number of the Psalm and in- 
dicates the meter. The leader raises the tune and the congregation 
fall in about the end of the first line. There is no organ, for 
instrumental music in the house of God is clearly a sin and to be 
strictly avoided, After the Scriptures and Prayer, the minister 
announces his text and begins his sermon, It has a tendency to 
deal in generalities, rather than in particular cases, is logimal, 
carefully written and carefully read, Extemporaneous harangueing 
would be out of place before that congregation. A man even as 
learned as the minister needs to think twice before speaking once 
and then he is sometimes detected in an error, The warm breezes 
blow in at the open window, horses stamp and shake the harness 
without, two dogs begin to dare each other at the door and a third 
rises and trots out to see what's up, and the preacher reads on, 
With fascinated interest, the boys watch him turn the leaves and 
calculate how long it will be before he is through and at last he 
is through, Another Psalm, the benediction and the congregation 
slowly file out, exchanging neighborly greetings on the way . 
Returning home, the horses are put up, dinner is set on the table, 
cold but none the less appreciated for all that. After a reasonable 
interval, the Bible and Catechism is brougt out. There are no 
Sunday Schools but this is a fair substitute, as a chapter is 

read turn about, and by pointed questions, it is brought out how 
all mankind.sinned in Adam and fell with him in his first trans- 
gression, or the reasons annexed are unfolded and explained, This 
over, @ quiet stroll to the orchard or down the road and the day 
draws to a close. All social visiting is frowned upon as tending 
to frivolity and neglect of the duties pertaining to the day. 
Supper is omitted and the family retire early for it is the day of 
rest and there is nothing else to do, There have been those so 
thoughtless as to laugh at this old fashioned Sabbath, but they have 
had no cause to laugh at the men and women who came out of such 
homes. The quietude of the day rested the body and steadied the 
nerves, and the Bible as interpreted in the Shorter Catechism built 
up strong characters and minds, In such homes, filial love and 
parental authority, industry and happiness dwelt. From thence 

went forth love of learning, respect for God's Word, honorable. man- 
hood and beautiful sensible womanhood.

iy great grandfather was a sea-going man, captain of his vessel. 
Ee died of vellow fever on board his ship in the harbor of Charles- 
ton, S.C. The only record that we have of him is of one son, Thomas 
Wallace, my grandfather. 

Thomas Wallace was born in Sag Harbor, l'.Y., Thursday, August 
9, 1794, and died in Binghampton, Broome County, b,¥Y.° on August 11, 
1 . . 

Lary Odell, wife of Thomas Wallace, and mother of !.0. Wallace, 
was born in Delhi, Delaware County, Bates Saturday, August’30, 1791, 
and died in Binghampton, Broome County, !.Y. on October 20, 1835. 
She had two half-brothers, Dr. Horace houghton and Lyman Houghton, 

Thomas Wallace and Mary Odell were married Wednesday, April 
26, 1815. To them three children were born: lary, who died when 
she was eighteen years old; Sarah, who never married and lived to 
be eighty years old and lathaniel Odell, my father. iie was born 
November 9, 1823. 

When ,0, Wallace was sixteen years old, in 1839 or '40, he 
came south with his uncle, Lyman Houghton, to visit his doctor uncle 
Horace Houghton, who was then practicing his profession in Raymond, 
Mississippi. I do not know how long he stayed in liississippi. On 
his return trip to Binghampton, he stopped in lashville and appren-. 
ticed himself to learn the printer's trade. Wor do I know how long 
he stayed in iashville, but I do know that he published a paper in 
Shelbyville before he came to Fayetteville. In 1850 he and a friend 
of his established "The Fayetteville Observer." . 

Ki.O, Wallace and Margaret McKinney were married June 7, 1855 
by Rev. Sill. Cowen. She was the daughter of Dr. Charles McKinney, 
one of Fayetteville's early doctors, She was born July 3, 1834, 

N.O, Wallace died September 22, 1890, age 67 years. He -had 
a fine mind. He was an honest, honorable "gentleman, I loved him 
and I love his memory. 

Margaret Nckinney Wallace died August 30, 1903. 

Six. children were born to ¥.0. and Vargaret Wallace, two of 
whom, Willie and Sadie, died in infancy. The following are names 
and dates of births and marriages of the four who lived:

"Believing that the grandchildren of John J. Whitaker would be glad 
to know the facts in the letter which I am asking The Observer to 
publish, I make some explanation which will help the younger ones 
to appreciate it more fully.

She spoke of the 
Browns, Granny Srown, who lived on the hill west of your grand- 
father's homestead, claimed she was five years old when the stars 
fell; said she had nursed the i ancy ithea twins, liartha and Mary, 
as she was wont to speak of them,.in fact she claimed to have 
nursed all the grandchildren of John J. Whitaker. Some of them 
now living as you well know, nearing the eighties. , 


"She spoke of the unfortunate death of her old master, in his way 
from church. She joined the Baptist church and was baptized at the 
same time Dave Whitaker was, Uncle Joe Whitaker's old miller was 
baptized; said she lived up to the faith and was ready to die

"T met John Woodard, a young lawyer here in the city, a son of 
M.W. Woodard, deceased, formerly of Fayetteville, Tenn... 


"The latter part of last kovember, mother and I came out here for 
a visit to our sons, Harvey and Stoner, also Aunt Sally Chilcoat, 
now 84 years old, and my youngest sister, Gertrude, now lirs.
